Chao Hsien, town about halfway between Hofei and Wuhu (port 
city on the Yangtze River). Chao Hsien is on a canal (or 
river) with high ditches on each side. The canal leads from 
Chao Lake, the big reservoir on the Yangtze River. Chao Lake 
takes the overflow from the Yangtze during flood stage. This 
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view is taken a few miles downstream from Chao Lake. 

The pagoda, about four US stories high, built of red brick, 
is a landmark and is located amid one story red-brick and 
tile-roofed school buildings. The pagoda is about one 
city block from the Roman Catholic Church which was operated 
by the Spanish Fathers until the advent of the communiiets. 
The pageda is also about one-half mile from the Christian 
Advent hospital built on a hill above the town. The canal 
(or river) flows through the gap in the hills in the back- 
ground towards eo the port chey on the Yangtze. Taken 
in 1948.
